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FUNDS LACKING 
FOR HIGHWAYS 


Charles H. Whitmore, District 
Ill Engineer, Tells Needs 
Of Eleven County Area 


Assuming that construction funds 
will be allocated to the district at the 
rate of $1,547,000 (the average for the 
past nine years) it will take approxi- 
mately twenty-eight years to accomp- 
lish work now mapped out as desirable 
in the improvement of state highways 
in the eleven counties of State Road 
District Three. 

This work would include 537 miles of 
new construction costing $21,800,000, | 
590 miles of reconstruction costing $14.- | 
700,000 and 50,700 linear feet of bridges 
costing $7,500, an aggregate of $44,- 
000,000. 

So states Charles H. Whitmore, state 
engineer for District Three, which in- | 
cludes El Dorado County, in an illum- 
4natine article in the current issue of 
California Highways, the official publi- 
cation of the State Department of 
Public Works. 

El Dorado is one of eleven counties 
in Mr. Whitmore’s district. Others are 
Butte, Colusa, Nevada, Placer. Glenn, 
Sacramento, Sierra, Sutter, Yolo and | 
Yuba. 

“The mileage of state highways in 
the district is approximately 1,375 
miles of which 58 miles are within tke 
incorporated cities,” the ar- | 
ticle states. “The is approx- | 
imately ten per cent of the total in the | 


limits of 
mileage 


state highway system. | 

“The topography of District III 1s} 
such that we have valley, foothill and 
mountain roads. Climatic conditions 
vary trom extreme heat in the valley | 
to extreme cold and snow in the moun- | 
tain areas. | 

“The status of improvement of roads 
in the district exclusive of bridge 
decks and city streets is: 

“96 miles or 2 per cent, unimproved | 
and unoiled dirt roads: 13 miles or one | 
per cent unimproved and unoiled grav- | 
el roads; 130 miles or 10 per cent oiled | 
earth rcads inferior as to grade, align- 
ment and width: 195 miles or 15 per- 
cent graveled roads with oiled sur- 
face: 520 miles or 40 per cent, inter- 
mediate type of surface and 416 miles 
or 32 per cent. high type pavement. 

“There are 377 bridges in the dis- 
trict with a total length of 50,700 lin- 
eal feet. or 9.6 miles. Nine of these
